WEECK ON J M 
WABASH ! 


Seven Men Killed and Otbers Injured 
by a Kailroad Collision IVeair 
Warrentown. 


ST. lioins, Jane 9.—It is reported 
that a freight wreck occurred on the 
Wabash "railroad, near 
Warrentown, 
sixty-one miles west of here, early th: s 
morning. It is reported that seven men 
were killed. 
The collision was caused 
by a misunderstanding of orders. 
It is 
said the crews of both engines were 
killed, and also that a car load of lace 
horses en route from Latonia to Kansas 
Oity were killed. 


LIATEK, 


The official notification telegraphed 
to the Wabaeh company from their 
agent at Moberly states: 


At about 1.25 o'clock this morning 
•ofain No. 26, engine No. 389, collided 
one-half mile west of Warrentown with a 
train being run as a second section of 
No. 5. One of the trains had eight 
palace horse cars loaded 
with race 
horses, en route from 
Latonia 
to 
Kansas 
City. 
The accident was 
caused by an error in train orders. 
The second 
section of train No. 5 
had orders to run two hours and five 
minutes late and the order delivered to 
No. 26 by the operator at Montgomery 
rea d two hours and fifty minutes late. 
Seven men in charge of the race horses 
were killed and several others were in- 
jured. 
Engineer Shavelle had a rib 
brokeii. 
Fireman Lee Parsons has a 
collar bone broken, Frieman Brown wts 
seriously injured about his legs, Brake- 
man- Morton was slightly 
injured. 
Engine No. 341 and two palace horse 
cars of the Eecond section of train 
No. 5 and engine No. 388 and sixteen 
cars of train No 26 were badly wreokeil. 
Fifteen race horses were killed. 
The 
company's surgeons at Moberly, Mont- 
gomery and Warrentown went to the 
scene of the accident. 
The company 
expect to have the track cleared by 2 p, 
m. 
The names of the killed cannot be 
learned as yet.

Bngone JS. Coirles, of Cleveland, Shot 
•by His Brother-in'Itaw. 


MoNTBEAii, June 9.—^Yesterday after- 
noon, in broad daylight, on one of the 
principal streets of Montreal, a tragedy 
was enacted that has thrown Oie cify 
into a paroxysm of excitement. St. 
Catherine street was crowded with pe- 
destrians, as is usual at that hour. 


Suddenly they saw a flash and a puff 
of smoke, and heard a pistol shot and a 
woman scream. A cab was brought to a 
stand still, and a woman ah'ghted. In 
it were still two men, one with a smok- 
ing revolver in his hand^ the other un- 
conscious, and his blood soaking into 
the rugs of the carriage. 


The wounded man was Eugene H. 
Cowles, of Cleveland, Ohio, son of Ed- 
inn Oowles,^late editor of the Leader.' 
His assailant was E. C. Hale, of the 
same oity, and the woman was Cowles's 
wife. The wounded man was conveyed 
to a hospital.

His temperature, however, is consider- 
ably higher, indicating septic complica- 
tions. 


C. C. Hale, of Cleveland, O., api^ear- 
ed in the superior court under arrest 
this morning on a charge of shooting 
with intent to kUL his brother-in-law, 
Eugene Cowles, yesterday. 
There also 
appeared Mrs. Cowles and her daughter, 
Florence, Mrs. Bolton, Judge Ingetsoll, 
counsel for Mrs. Cowles, and Detective 
Gibson. 
Mr. Hale looked thoughtful 
and a trifle pale. 


Mr. McQibbons appeared for Mrs. 
Cowles and asked that a writ of habeas 
corpus be issued compelling the nuns to 
produce the child in legal form. The 
writ was granted and made returnable 
for 3 o'clock this afternoon, when the 
case will be ai'gued on its merits. Mr. 
Cowles was not repres^ted, but Hon. 
Mr. Lafiamme will appear for him this 
afternoon. 


Mr. Cowles' condition is improving. 
The bullet passed through the right 
side of the neck between the internal 
and external cartariod, passing under 
the chin below the lingual arteries and 
fracturing the ramus of the jaw and 
imerging on the left side.

Ban Wileox Jumps from aKinety Foot 
Brifiice on a Banter, and Bies 
From Bis Injuries. 


CmorcmAn, O., June 9.—^Dan Wilcox 
lost his life yesterday by jumping from 
the Newport railroad bridge into the 
river below, a distance of ninety feet. 
Wilcox, who had been drinking, was 
bantered by some friends to perform 
the dangerous feat. He accepted the 
banter, arrayed himself in a pair of 
swimming tights, and at 2:30 p. m. 

He 
struck the water with his stomach. He 
was taken into a boat, landed at once, 
and m^aged to walk to his home a short 
distance from the bridge.

He was a 
brave fellow, thirty-five years of age, 
and had been awarded a medal by the 
United States government for saving 
eighteen lives during the great flood of 
1883.

CHULDRENtS JDAIT. 


I t Was Beantlfnily Observed ITester- 
day toy MK»Teral of tbe Gbnrehes 
lA This City. 


Yesterday was a joyous day for the 
children in many'of the churches in this 
city. It was Children's day and the 
pnblic services, either in the morning or 
in the evening, were given over to them. 
It is said that Children's Sunday, Jnne 
Sunday, or Flower Sunday, as it has 
been variously called, originated in the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church. 
. The 
Universalists have celebrated it _ for 
many years and in their Baltimore, con- 
vention, held in 1867, they resolved to 
set apart one day in each year as Chil- 
dren's day. The Methodists, however, 
were ahead of them in an official recog- 
nition of the day, for at their Centen- 
ary, held in 1865, they passed a resolu- 
tion recommending, that the various 
churches throughout the country "set 
apart the second Sabbath in each June 
to be annually observed as Children's 
day," and in this custom they have 
been followed by other churches so that 
now the day is celebrated as such by 
almost every protestant denomination 
in the country. 


There are in all the Methodist schools 
and colleges young men and women, 
with numbers of Chinese, Japanese and 
other foreigners, who are aided out of a 
fund controlled by the church board of 
education. 
The money is loaned and 
returned when the student is able to re- 
pay it. 
The contributions of all the 
churches of this denomination on Chil- 
dren's day, which always falls on the 
second Sabbath of June, are applied to 
this educational fund. 
The other de- 
nominations have motives equally laud- 
ible and the collections are devoted to a 
good purpose. 


In the celebration of the day the 
^oung people are given the front seats 
"and the old folks are relegated to the 
rear and must content themselves to be 
silent spectators, while the children con- 
duct all the services. 
May Children's 
day grow in favor with our churches as 
time passes. 
It is a beautiful custom 
and productive of great good, and while 
the sweet influences of flowers and 
the children's prayers and songs ascend 
with each recurrence of the day, the old 
folks will join them with a prayer that 
their lives may be useful and happy 
ones. 


The day was a particularly happy one 
at the First Presbyterian church. 
At 
the morning hour for public worship the 
altar was beautifully bedecked with 
flowers, a large audience was present, 
and the scholars of the Sunday school 
were in the front seats, ruled the day 
and conducted the services.. 


The exercises were opened with an 
organ voluntary by Prof. Ohas. 
F. 
Meyer, followed by the Haydn quartet, 
who sang • 'Remember now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth." M. P. Longacre 
offered a prayer, and the school, joined 
by the congregation, sang the Lord's 
prayer, followed by "O raradicso," xgu- 
dered by the Sunday school class. 
The 
infant class was the first to take the 
platform with an interesting recitation 
and song, and then, without tbe num-

fund, for the education of those who are 
preparing themselves for special church 
work and have not the means within, 
themselves to do so, is raised, how the 
money is loaned to them, and how, after 
they have obtained their education and 
got out into their life work, it is paid 
back again and the fund, constantly in- 
creasing with each passing year, is made 
a permanent one for all time to come 
for that purpose.

Mr. Brainard Rorison, long a resident 
here, now of Fort Wayne, was in the 
city yesterday. 
Mr. Rorison's interests 
are with the Jenney electric light com- 
pany, thè removal of which to Fort 
Wayne lost him citizenship in Indianap- 
olis; but he is much pleased with the 
evident signs of progress he sees here 
on all hands. 
" I am sor^ on the score 
of old associations and friendships," rer 
marked Mr. Borison, "that I had to re- 
move. Indianapolis could have reteined 
the works had she taken any interest in 
the matter. 
The Brooklyn works have 
been added, and we wiU soon employ 
1,200 men. 
There are some high sal- 
aries paid by the company, and all 
of the skilled men are well paid. 
The 
two leading electricians get $10,000 a 
year each, and their assistants, a score 
or more in number, get from $5 to $8 a 
day. 
When the matter of removal was 
first agitated, Mr. Coffin, one of the 
largest men in the company, said it was 
immaterial to him whether the company 
went to Fort Wayne or returned here. 
But Fort Wayne offered 660,000 and 
paid $150 a year for each electric lamp, 
while Indianapolis offered nothing, and 
pays $60 a year for each of its lamps. 
The company, 
undèr these circum- 
stances, was really forced to go to Fort 
Wayne. 
Mr. Coffin did not desire to be 
be placed in the position of a petitioner 
for a location, and so Indianapolis lost 
us. I am glad to see the place is waking 
up now, however."

publishes the following relative to the 
removal of tho Jeniioy electric light 
works from that city to Fort Wayne: 


Mr. Braiuaid Rorison, long a resident 


here, now of Fort Wayne, was iu the 
city yesterday. Mr. Rorison's interests 
are >uth the Jcuney electric light com- 
pany, the remotul of \uiieh to Fort 
Wayne lost him citizenship in Iiidiauap- 
olib, but he is much pleased with the 
evident bigus of piogress he sees hero 
on all hands. "I am sorry on tho scoie 
of old associations and friendships," re- 
miirkeel Mr. Rorison, "that I had to re- 
move. Indianapolis could have retained 
the \\ orks had she taken any interest in 
the matter. The Brooklyn works have 
been added, and we will soon employ 
1,200 men. There are some high sal- 
aries paid b\ the company, and all 
of the skilled men are well paid. The 
two leading electricians get $10,000 a 
year each, auel their assistants, a score 
or inoie iu number, get from $5 to §8 a 
day. When the matter of removal w&s 
first agitated, Mr, Coffin, one of the 
laigest men in the company, said it was 
immaterial to him whether the company 
went to Fort Wayne or relumed here. 
But Foit Wayne offered 860,000 and 
paid $150 a year for each electric lamp, 
while Indianapolis offered nothing, and 
p-.ys $60 a year for each of its lamps. 
The company, under these circum- 
stances, was really forced to go to Fort 
Wayne. Mr. Coffin did not desire to be 
bu placed iu the position of a petitioner 
for a location, and so Indianapolis lost 
us. 1 am glad to see the place is waking 
up now, however."
